conclusions and .so avokl (hem by not thinking 
9l all. 

r>t'.-i(lc (his fear of oir-.s own conclusions, 
there is tlic jiaiii of thouglit which everyone who 
•ha.s ever th iiight kiiow.s. The fir.sl time the hu- 
man !)iaiii every thouglit actively must have 
been a very painful moment. In each person's 
life the fii-.-'t inoinciit of active thought is in- 
deed jjainful. But like the accomodation of 
muscles to (he wielding of pick and .shovel, the 
niiiid accomodates itself to the turning of 
thouglits .so that in time thinking can indeed 
become a pleasure exactly as the swinging of a 
' golf dull. 

The .solulion of this lies in making the ini- 
tial attempt to think actively, then to continue 
thouglit along a definite line, and at last to 
come to a clonclusion and make a decision one 
way or another and to stand by this. It is in- 
deed a difficult but very worthwhile undertak- 
ing. The hardest part of this task, the most in- 
tangible, is. the intermediate step of "thinking 
it through," like the stepping stone in the midst 
of the stream over which there is pa.ssage but 
without which there is no way to the further

College Comment 



ROCKNE ON ATHLETIC AFFAIRS

who came to that sc'iuol because they liked it and not bccAusc 
of attractive offer.s made for alhlciic ability." 

Coming from a man who luch year builds one of tlie 
stronsest teams in the country largely from several score of 
hand-picked preparatory school football stars, this statement 
is not only surprising; it is deserving oi serious attention. 

RocUne is undoubtedly right. Whatever may have been 
the primary cause of the present tendency of college ioni- 
ball toward professionalism and ovcr-cmphasis, the award- 
ing of athletic seholar.ships has been one of the strongest 
iiithiinccs ill liccpiiiK it there. If une college hires rc.idy- 
iii.idc aliilttLS and nn nliliging faculty wliich will kc.'p 
such iiicii in scliool ni;itii.r uliat their sclioku^liip btniiil- 
ing, llieir oppoiieuts nuiit immediately .stoop to follow suit, 
if ihcy wish to furni.sli anything like compelil'oii. And ihii 
tlie majority have been forced to do, if only lo insure draw- 
ing gate receipts large enough to pay for their giant stadia. 

Theoretically it is ju^l us fine a tiling for a man to be 
able lo win the right to go to college by display of unusual 
physical ability, as by proof of superior mental attainments. 
Itut in actual practice, the usual result is not tho^developing 
of an "all-round" student body, but a decided lowering of 
the educational st.ind.nds "i tlic ui'.ivcrsity, and the diseonr- 
•iging of the average studenl, by such unequal conipclilioii, 
from takini; part in any athletics whatever. 

Cornell has managed to get almig athletically and has 
flourished scholaslicaHy for a good many years without 
feeling the necessity for thus letting, down the rtliical 1i:irs 
for the sake of athletic adverliseincnl. It i> tno<l ciicoinaning 
to have such a stand applauded tiy a man who lias had the 
opportunity to appraise lo the full the (juesiionablc benefits 
of the opposite system.— Cornell Daily Sun,

(Bacheloij of World Affairs) Is a new 
degree not conferred elsewhere, and 
Is based on the concept that tho study 
of hi.story. govcmmont, ecun'imics ;iii(l 
sociology on a world wido scalo l.s 
valuable training for tho student 
planning to enter public affairs, tho 
diplomatic ond consul.ir services, or 
international business. 

To win tho B."V\'..V. tho student may 
lalio his first two years of college in 
a land institution, and si>cnd his 
Junior and ..>nIor years In an intonslvo 
study I'f tilc coiU'ses in thn World Af- 
f.ilrs division of the Floating Vniver- 
.slly curriculiini. Or the etudcnt may 
spend all four years with Floating 
University. 

TIio .M..\. <lccrce will differ fioiii 
tlie usual master.'!' dcgreo, in Hint in- 
dividual research and ;i thesis arc re- 
quired,. Tho student compiles data 
during tho round-the-world cruise, 
and coiiiiile'.<^? his thesis with tho aid 
of a ICiu ope.ui or American library. 

The B.A. can bo won in Junior and 
Senior years, with major In literature 
or art, A few well qualified Seniors 
can be accepted as candidates for the 
degree In one year, with major In art 
or literature; l^'rcnch history, govern- 
ment, economics or eoctology; or philo- 
sophy, religion and ethics. 

Floating University wilt also confer 
a certificate on all students not can- 
didates for n degree who cucccssful- 
ly complete the Tequlremcnts for a 
full year's work. An official Bulletin, 
giving these requirements as well as 
those for tho degrees will bo mailed 
to colleges and unlvcrsltlci!.
